1 . The Amendments and Applicant Arguments submitted on 1 0/1 4/09 have been 
received and its contents have been carefully considered. The examiner wishes to 
thank the Applicant for the response to the Examiner's action and for amending the 
claims in the appropriate manner. 

Claim 8 was previously withdrawn. 

Claim 9 is newly added. 

Claims 1-7 and 9 are pending for examination. 

Claim Objections 

2. The objections to the claims have been removed in response to the Applicant's 
Amendments. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-1 0, filed 1 0/1 4/09, with respect to claims 1 -7 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 1-7 have been 
withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-7 and 9 are allowed. 



Application/Control Number: 10/578,565 Page 3 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art do not teach or suggest a device or method comprising a plurality of braking 
devise and an abnormality control device which is capable of selecting a first one of the 
braking devices when the magnitude of the tension is less than a first tension magnitude 
threshold and selects a second one of the braking devices when the magnitude of the 
tension is less than a second tension magnitude threshold, and outputs a braking 
command signal to the selected one of the braking devices. The combinations of the 
claimed limitations in the independent claims 1 and 9 are not anticipated or made 
obvious by the prior art of record in the examiner's opinion.
